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ager Bolshevism is unworkable in practice is being 
gradually borne in upon Lenin and the group of 
tyrants who have supplanted the despotism of the 
Czar with a worse despotism of their own and have 
broyght unhappy Russia into the depths of misery and 
destitution. The Utopia they have promised their dupes 
has turned out to be a delusion... The net results of 
Bolshevism have been shown in prostrated industry, in 
paralyzed commerce, in broken-down transportation, in 
famine, disease and death. The revolution that was to 
overthrow capitalism in all other countries has failed to 
materialize. Asa matter of fact, the Bolshevist elements 
in other European countries are not nearly as strong as 
they were a year or two ago. This is due in large part 
to the visits made to Russia by delegations of French, 
sritish and Italian Communists, who went hoping to find 
facts that would bolster up their theories, but returned 
thoroughly disillusionized. Lenin himself has been com- 
pélled to abandon many of his cherished theories. His 
addresses at the Communist Congress, held at Moscow 
in March, are largely in-the nature of an abjuration. He 
favored concessions to foreign capitalists, more freedom 
in the exchange of goods among the people, permission 
to the peasants to sell part of their products and the 
leaving to private initiative of the operation and organiza- 
tion of smaller industries. All of these things were 
anathema to the Soviet authorities a short time since, and 
their advocacy by Lenin indicates a complete volte face. 
He and his emissaries have been compelled by the hard 
logic of events to abandon some of thejr most cherished 
phantasms and veer toward the tenets of the hated “cap- 
italistic” system that they have shed so much blood and 
caused so much misery in trying to overthrow.

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Source of Radium and Processes of Extraction 
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NE of the most precious gifts of science 
Q to the world is the element radium. It 
was discovered in 1898 by Mme. Curie, 
working in collaboration with her husband, 
a professor in a French University. In 
prosecuting her chemical studies she noticed 
certain manifestations that could not be 
attributed to any known element, and, pur- 
suing her researches further, she at last 
was able to isolate radium. Even then the 
immense purport of her discovery was not 
appreciated by her or others, but subsequent 
developments have shown the element to be 
possessed of properties that may revolution- 
ize the world of science. 

The most striking property of radium is 
its continual emission of radiations and 
heat. It is extremely rare and precious, 
only a few ounces being as yet in existence. 
A single gram is worth $100,000, a gram 
being about one-twenty-eighth of an ounce. 


The natural sources of,;the element are the 
three uranium ores—carnotite, uraninite and 
autunite. Carnotite is found extensively in 
the arid regions of Southwestern Colorado 
and Southeastern Utah, and now constitutes 
by far the’ most important source of the 
costly element. Tons of ore have to be 
analyzed to secure a single grain of radium. 
The accompanying pictures are interesting 
as showing the fields from which the ele- 
ment is secured and the various processes 
connected with its preparation. 
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After 500 tons of ore have been reduced to less 
. pee: than a quarter of a ton this quantity is brought 
=. " to this radium research laboratory and placed 
=. in water, where the application of heat causes 


the radium particles to settle.

It takes 
500 tons of ore to 
produce one thim- 
bleful of radium.
